You seem to think tho United States 
are peopled by a set of philosophical 
radicals, whose true place is on tho 
Liberal benches behind John Mor- 
ley. 
Your writers of this school 
k now we are a s e rra te nation, but 
they are persuaded that it is a na­ 
tion of philosophers, right out of 
Plato or Sir Thomas More. 
Mr. Howells has a charming story 
where a girl from the practical bat 
still visionary‘.‘west" think s Boston 
is peopled with reformers, who re- 
volve around the abolitionists as 
bright stars. 
She is amazed to hear 
talk an agreeable young gentleman 
of Boston who never met these peo­ 
ple in society, an\l as far as he had 
heard of them look ed upon them as 
dangerous eccentrics. Now, some of 
your highly educated think ers seem 
to regard the average American as 
largely occupied with roading or 
writing treatises on tho philosophy of 
government, coming down in a long 
catena from Jefferson, and ns much 
concerned with conventions, and, 
referenda. 
My friend, wo did that 
once for all when we started, and, 
though no doubt such things are 
talk ed of more than they used to be 
20 years ago, wo are in tho mass 
anything hut a set of theorizing nul- 
teals. 
We are very conservative, 
very humdrum, much attached to 
existing machinery, « specially in 
politics, and with a great distrust of 
utopian and ideal schemes. Custom 
is almost as great a tyrant with us 
as in your Indian dominions. Eager 
as wo* are for novelties in dress and 
buildings, wo are hard to stir from 
our accepted ways of letting our­ 
selves be governed, even when these 
aro tangled and muddy. Our philos 
ophors complain that their specula 
tions do not mak e tho impression 
they ought on most of their fellow 
citizens, who are engaged in the 
mere work of living. I suspect Eng 
land is a good deal nearer female 
suffrage than we are. 
When Professor Brice was last 
here, he rushed off from all his 
friends to see what he considered 
the intensely interesting spectacle 
of a constitutional convention in the 
state of Kentuck y, an institution to 
which he had given much space in 
his very valuable hook . I do not be­ 
lieve that at this hour 20 members 
of congress outside Kentuck y k now 
whether the results of that conven­ 
tion were adopted or not. 
W o can 
get half as big a vote again on the 
pettiest election when tho choice is 
between persons as when the people 
bolomnly vote “ yes'1 or “ no” on a 
question of organic law 
No, my old friend, we are not 
English provincials; wo aro not half 
civilized pioneers; wo are not uto­ 
pian radicals; abovo all, wo are not 
naughty boys and silly girls; we 
are not anything that you have de­ 
cided we m ust be. There is one lib­ 
erty wo claim as our English birth­ 
right—tho liberty of being illogical 
when we pleas« find succeeding or 
failing according to our own ideas 
of work ing out our own problems, 
whether they aro yours or not.

It is characteristic of India that it 
does not produce what the western 
mind regards as humor, either the 
old or the new. In the circumstance 
that the latter order is not forth­ 
coming we may doubtless find m at­ 
te* for congratulation on both sides, 
and it may be that even as far as the 
former is concerned the fault lies 
! rather in the western than in the 
ea:\ern mind. 
Although fii® orien­ 
tal tak es life seriously, it requires 
little to move him to that emotion, 
! which, almost alone, aipong other 
emotions, is the prerogative of hu- 
1 mank ind. In tho native theater fun 
of the grimmest k ind brings down 
the house equally with farce of the 
broadest, but it is at least doubtful 
if humor is at tho base of either. 
The sense of incongruity is present 
plainly enough, but it is hardly such 
a 
“ pleasing unexpectedness ' 
as 
would fit the English essayist’s defi­ 
nition of hum or’s chief ingredient. 
Nor is there humor, save of an ex­ 
ceedingly dubious k ind, in the folk 
tales told for the thousand and first 
tim e by the village story teller be­ 
neath the banyan tree. Even among 
tho eastern ancients humor is rare, 
though caustic wit and a certain grim 
pleasantry are commonirnougb. For 
one story lik e the “ Three Truths 
we get a dozen lik e the “ Tree That 
Was Coveted. ” Most people will no 
doubt best remember these stories in 
the “ Gesta Romanorum, ” but their 
origin is indubitably Sansk rit. Any­ 
how they will bear retelling. 
The first relates to a certain ruier 
who decrees that any malefactor 
who was brought before him should 
bo put to death unless he could de- 
claro three truths. 
This seems to 
have been an excellent way to k eep 
down tho population, for it is re ­ 
corded that there were very few 
who pas» **d tho test. But on one oc­ 
casion an outlaw was brought up, and 
claiming to be tried declared^* the 
first truth that ho had lx*en a bail 
nian from his youth up.

passed it as accurate. On tho second 
truth being demanded the outlaw 
declared that ho did not lik e tho sit­ 
uation in which he then stood. That 
also passed tho test.

get out of this confounded place, I 
will never willingly enter it again. 
He was acquitted.

story many modern versions are cur- 
rent, notwithstanding or perhaps by 
reason of its hoary antiquity. A man 
called his neighbors to him and be­ 
wailed his fate in that he was grow­ 
ing in his garden a fatal tree, on 
which his three wives in succession 
had hanged themselves. 
“ W ell,” 
said one of bis friends, “ I ’m fru* 
prised that you should weep at such 
good fortune.

Yankee ways of thinking and do- 
ingare revealed by an American sign­ 
ing himself Franklin Eastman in a 
letter published in The Atlantic and 
addressed to an English friend. He 
says that some of the English folk 
who are warm friends misunderstand 
us almost as badly as the old Tories. 
You seem to think the United States 
are peopled by a set of philosophical 
radicals, whose true place is on the 
Liberal benches behind John Mor­ 
ley. 
Your writers of this school 
know we are a separate nation, but 
they are persuaded that it is a na­ 
tion of philosophers, right out of 
Plato or Sir Thomas More. 
Mr. Howells has a charming story 
where a girl from the practical but 
still visionary‘.‘west” thinks Boston 
is peopled with reformers, who re­ 
volve around the abolitionists as 
bright stars. 
She is amazed to hear 
talk an agreeable young gentleman 
of Boston who never met these peo­ 
ple in society, and as far as he had 
heard of them looked upon them as 
dangerous eccentrics. Now, some of 
your highly educated thinkers seem 
to regard the average American as 
largely occupied with reading or 
writing treatises on the philosophy of 
government, coming down in a long 
catena from Jefferson, and as much 
concerned with conventions, and, 
referenda. 
My friend, we did that 
once for all when we started, and, 
though no doubt such things are 
talked of more than they used to he 
20 years ago, we are in the mass 
Anything but a set of theorizing rad­ 
icals. 
We are very conservative, 
very humdrum, much attached to 
existing machinery, especially in 
politics, and with a great distrust of 
utopian and ideal schemes. Custom 
is almost as great a tyrant with us 
as in your Indian dominions. Eager 
as we are for novelties in dress and 
buildings, we are hard to stir from 
our accepted ways of letting our­ 
selves be governed, even when these 
are tangled and muddy. Our philos­ 
ophers complain that their specula­ 
tions do not make the impression 
they ought on most of their fellow 
citizens, who are engaged in the 
mere work of living. I suspect Ens 
land is a good deal nearer female 
suffrage than we are. 
When Professor Brice was last 
here, he rushed off from all his 
friends to see what he considered 
the intensely interesting spectacle 
of a constitutional convention in the 
state of Kentucky, an institution to 
which he had given much space in 
his very valuable book. I do not be­ 
lieve that at this hour 20 members 
of congress outside Kentucky know 
whether the results of that conven­ 
tion were adopted or not. We can 
get half as big a vote again on the 
pettiest election when the choice is 
between persons as when the people 
solemnly vote “yes” or “no” on a 
question of organic law. 
No, my old friend, we are not 
English provincials; we are not half 
civilized pioneers; we are not uto­ 
pian radicals; above all, we are not 
naughty boys and silly girls; we 
are not anything that you have de­ 
cided we must be. There is one lib­ 
erty we claim as our English birth 
right—tho liberty of being illogical 
when we please and succeeding or 
failing according to our own ideas 
of working out our own problems, 
whether they are yours or not.

It is characteristic of India that it 
does not produce what the western 
mind regards as humor, either the 
old or the new.

eastern mind. Although fib6 orien­ 
tal takes life seriously, it requires 
little to move him to that emotion, 
which, almost alone, aipong other 
emotions, is the prerogative of hu­ 
mankind. In the native theater fun 
of the grimmest kind brings down 
the house equally with farce of the 
broadest, but it is at least doubtful 
if humor is at the base of either. 
The sense of incongruity is present 
plainly enough, but it is hardly such 
a “ pleasing unexpectedness” as 
would fit the English essayist’s defi­ 
nition of humor’s chief ingredient. 
Nor is there humor, save of an ex­ 
ceedingly dubious kind, in the folk 
tales told for the thousand and first 
time by the village story teller be­ 
neath the banyan tree. Even among 
the eastern ancients humor is rare, 
though caustic wit and a,certain grim 
pleasantry are commonfonough. For 
one story like the “ Three Truths” 
we get a dozen like the “Tree That 
Was Coveted. ” Most people will no ! 
doubt best remember these stories in 
the “ Gests Romanorum,” but their 
origin is indubitably Sanskrit. Any­ 
how they will bear retelling. 
The first relates to a certain ruler 
who decrees that any malefactor 
who was brought before him should 
be put to death unless he could de­ 
clare three truths. 
This seems to 
have been an excellent way to keep 
down the population, for it is re 
corded that there were very few 
who passed the test. But on one oc­ 
casion an outlaw was brought up, and 
claiming to be tried declared^ tho 
first truth that he had been a bad 
man from his youth up. The judge 
passed it as accurate. On the second 
truth being demanded the outlaw 
declared that he did not like the sit­ 
uation in which he then stood. That 
also passed the test. “ Now for the 
third truth,” 
cried the judge. 
“ Why,” said the man, “ if I oncq 
get out of this confounded place, I 
will never willingly enter it again.” 
He was acquitted. Of the second 
story many modern versions are cur­ 
rent, notwithstanding or perhaps by 
reason of its hoary antiquity. A man 
called his neighbors to him and be­ 
wailed his fate in that he was grow­ 
ing in his garden a fatal tree, on 
which his three wives in succession 
had hanged themselves. 
“ Well,” 
said one of his friends, “ I’m BUT: 
prised that you should weep at suoh 
good fortune. Give me a few sprigs 
of that tree, and I ’ll share them 
among my neighbors. ’ ’ He gave his 
friend the sprigs and ever afterward 
found that tree the most productive 
part of his estate. 
There is the still cider story of the 
fisherman who asked IOO stripes on 
the bare hack as the price of a bas­ 
ket of ohoioe fish and explained to 
his astonished patron that the door 
porter refused him aooess unless he 
promised that he should have half 
the proceeds of his sales, and the 
more modern but essentially Indian 
tale of the maiden who feared that a 
oertain rn*-n would kiss her if she 
approached near him. The man was 
leading a goat carrying a rooster 
under one arm, a bucket in his hand 
and a measure of oorn on his head 
and was walking with a stick. Nat­ 
urally in these circumstances he waa 
indignant at the girl’s suggestion 
and pointed out how impossible It 
would bo to kiss her against hor 
will, loaded as he was. “ Ah,” said 
the artless maiden, “ but you might 
stick tbe stick in the ground and tie 
the goat to it, put the bucket over 
the fowl and the corn on top of the 
bucket, and then you might kiss me 
against my will.”

save Mrs. P ayton’s life, is lying seri­ 
ously w ounded, having received a bul­ 
let from N utt’s revolver, but will re­ 
cover. 
The crim e was most horrible 
and unprovoked. 
The prom inence of 
the fam ilies concerned m ake it most 
sensational. 
The N utts and D ukes w ere a t one 
tim e prom inent politicians in P enn­ 
sylvania, while Coleman, who w as 27 
years of age originally came from New 
York, w here 
he was 
well known. 
Fourteen years ago W. IV. Duke, a 
prom inent law yer in Uniontown, w as 
killed by N utt for 
having seduced 
Miss Nutt. 
Before that the N utts and 
D ukes w ere at w ar a good deal, and 
during one of the several encounters 
D uke killed N utt's father. 
H e w as 
acquitted, however, the plea being self- 
defense. 
W hen young N utt cam e to 
be tried he w as also prom ptly ac­ 
quitted, the trial creating a great sen­ 
sation at the time. 
Shortly afterw ard 
he moved to K ansas, near w here his 
present farm is situated, and m anaged 
his m other's farm . 
H e was considered 
a good citizen and becam e prosperous. 
Until 
tw o years 
sigo the 
Paytons 
w orked for N utt, living on his farm . 
Their relations becam e strained, how­ 
ever, and the Payton family, consist­ 
ing of the parents aud five children, 
rented a farm eight miles from N utt's 
place from Mrs. A. II. Bradbury. 
Payton has been aw ay from home 
most of the present w inter cutting ice, 
during which tim e N utt renew ed his 
acquaintance w itn the fam ily. 
N oth­ 
ing out of th * way was discernable in 
his conduct, however, until last night, 
when he w ent to the Paytons at a 
late hour uuder the influence of liquor. 
Payton w as absent, and Coleman, tile 
hired man. w as the only other m an on 
the pr*m!s s. 
N utt, who had been on 
a \\i*ek’s spree, w as not in a pleasant 
mood, and told Mrs. Pay tun to get 
him some supper. 
Mrs. Pay ion com­ 
plied, and, scenting trouble, she quiet­ 
ly got the children from the room. As 
he ate N utt becam e more abusive 
tow ard Mrs. Payton, and seemed to 
bi* turning mad. 
W hen he finished 
eating he deliberately drew his re­ 
volver, and. pointing It at the now 
thoroughly frightened woman, cried: 
“ I’m going to shoot you.” Before she 
could m ake a move he had carried his 
th reat into effect and sent three bul­ 
lets into lier body. 
The noise a ttra c t­ 
ed Coleman, who 
rushed 
iuto 
the 
house w ith an ax In his hand. 
The 
instant he entered N utt leveled his 
weapon a t him and fired. 
Two shots 
struck the would-be rescuer. 
H e fell 
to the floor and for a tim e lay un­ 
conscious in Hie blood th a t poured 
from his wounds. 
In the m eantim e 
Mrs. Payton, w ith a superhum an ef­ 
fort. had raised herself from the floor 
and secured the ax. 
N utt had become 
w eakened now. and literally sank in 
his tracks. 
Bushing 
to the 
place 
w here he lay. the woman, her w ounds 
bleeding profusely and 'herself w eak 
from excitem ent and loss of blood, 
ra in e d blow afte r blow upon N utt’s 
head.

The duties of the public executioner 
In Belgium are singular, but not ardu­ 
ous. The courts still continue to sen­ 
tence malefactors to death, but the guil 
loti ne has lieen replaced by a scaffold. 
on which is posted a copy of the ?en- 
tences. Much ceremony is observed in 
affixing tins docum ent A troop if gen­ 
darmes. with their imposing helmets 
plumed with hors'hair. is drawn up 
about the place of the execution, which 
they gravely guard w ’th sabres drawn. 
while the redrilled executioner mounts 
tile steps, nails up tile decrees of the 
court, and after a moment, takes it 
down again. 
But the condemned man might more 
mercifully have perished by the axe or 
rope. He is placed In a dungeon so 
constructed that from the moment he 
enters It he will never hear the sound 
of human voices nor see a living be­ 
ing. Ills food Is passed In through a 
sliding panel in the door of his cell. 
Not out* of these prisoners has been 
able lo survive this confinement more 
than three years. The authorities have 
striven in vain to prolong their lives 
by varying their biod .as lunch as pos­ 
sible but those who are moderately 
or lightly nourished gradually waste 
away, while who are generously fed 
go mad and die raving maniacs. 
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There is a girl named Marguerite 
Bouyenval, at Thcnellcs, In the uorth 
of France, near Saint Quentin, who is 
reported to have been asleep for the 
past eleven years. A gootl deal of 
doubt has Im' cii thrown on the phenom­ 
enal slumbering case, not only in Paris 
but :iIso in Thenelles and its vicinity. 
where there are 
two camps , one of 
the believers and the other of those 
who maintain that tilt' so-called sleep­ 
ing beauty rises at night and has a 
good supper. The m atter bas been in­ 
vestigated by a Parisian, who has seen 
the girl and found her as lean as a 
skeleton.and as stiff as a e >rpse. but still 
living. Her mother injects milk, pep­ 
tone. and sometimes wine through a 
broken tooth in the girl’s mouth. 
M arguerite Bouyenval made away 
with ab aby eleven years ago. and the 
gendarmes were sent to the house. The 
girl was so frightened at their ap­ 
proach that she had an attack of hys­ 
teria. which lasted several hours, and 
at tho end of which she fell into a 
trance. The doubts thrown on the con­ 
tinuation of the trance have evidently 
lice ti caused by the fact that the 
motlier of the sleeping girl has made 
a god deal of money by exhibiting ber. 
V local doctor who has observed the 
case during the eleven years, informed

show that these fractures could have 
been made only by heavy blows from 
some instrument, delivered before the 
murdered girl was shot.

at work they heard the report of a 
rifle in the d irection of the house.

lookin g in that d irection they were 
horrified to see their home in flames. 
They flew home as fast as their feet 
could carry them, bat it was of n o 
avail,the build in g was a mass of flames. 
The charred remain s of their child ren 
were fon n d in that portion of the 
house where the bed had stood . The 
eld er child must have carried the baby 
to the bed when be d iscovered the 
house was on fire. Mr. an d Mrs. H an ­ 
sen are poor settlers, an d as the fire 
d estroyed their home an d all the furn ­ 
iture an d clothin g they had , they are 
in d estitute circumstan ces as well as

broken 
over

con tain ed 12,000 gallon s of fuel oil 
which was all burn ed .

N. P. Oil Tank Destroyed. 
Last Monday evening, about seven 
o’clock, a terrific explosion occurred 
that was felt in all parts of the city. 
A few minutes later the hoarse blast 
of the shop whistle and the shrill 
shrieks of the yard engines sounded 
the alarm of fire, and bogo flames 
were seen leaping high in the air at 
the shops. A D ispatch representa­ 
tive harried to the scene of the trouble 
and found that the large oil tank in 
which was stored fuel oil for the 
stationery engine at the shope, had ex­ 
ploded and the oil was on fire and 
was burning fiercely. 
The fire de­ 
partment was already on the ground, 
but it woald have been silly to try sod 
extinguish the flames, so the firemen 
confined their efforts to prevent the 
fire from spreading, and in this they 
were successful. It was also stated 
at the time that John Headman, the 
night engineer, had been fatally in­ 
haled by the explosion, bot this was 
exaggerated, as Mr. Headman, though 
badly injured, will recover. 
He was 
taken to the Sanitarium as soon as 
possible after the injuries were re­ 
ceived. It has since been learned 
that Mr. Headman opened the man­ 
hole of the tank and inserted his 
lantern for the purpoee of seeing if 
oil was still running in from a car 
that had been onloading daring the 
afternoon, 
Of course, when the 
lantern was thrust in the tank the gas 
that had generated from the oil ex­ 
ploded with terrific force, throwing 
Mr. Headman, it is reported, 80 feet, 
and setting the oil on fire. The tank 
contained 12,000 gallons of fuel oil 
which was all burned.

us alm ost as badly as the old Tories. 
You seem to think the U nited States 
are peopled by a set of philosophical 
radicals, whose truo place is on the 
Liberal benches behind John Mor- 
ley. 
Y our w riters of this school 
know we are a separate nation, but 
they are persuaded th a t it is a na­ 
tion of philosophers, rig h t out of 
Plato or Sir Thom as More. 
Mr. Howells has a charm ing story 
w here a girl from tlio practical but 
still visionary Vwest” thinks Boston 
is peopled w ith reform ers, who re­ 
volve around th e abolitionists as 
bright stars. 
She is amazed to hear 
talk an agreeable young gentlem an 
of Boston w ho never m et these peo­ 
ple in socioty, anti as far as he had 
heard of them looked upon them as 
dangerous eccentrics. Now, some of 
your highly educated thinkers seem 
to regard th e average Am erican as 
largely occupied w ith reading or 
w aiting treatises on the philosophy of 
governm ent, com ing down in a long 
catena from Jefferson, and as m uch 
concerned w ith conventions, and, 
referenda. 
My friend, wo did th a t 
once for all w hen we started, and, 
though no doubt such things are 
talked of m ore than they used to be 
20 years ago, wo are in the m ass 
anything hut a set of theorizing rad ­ 
icals. 
We are very conservative, 
very hum drum , m uch attached to 
existing m achinery, especially iu 
politics, and w ith a great d istru st of 
utopian and ideal schemes. Custom 
is alm ost as great a ty ra n t w ith us 
as in your Indian dom inions. Eager 
as wo are for noveltios in dress and 
buildings, we are hard to stir from 
our accepted ways of letting o u r­ 
selves be governed, even w hen these 
are tangled and m uddy. Our philos­ 
ophers com plain th at their specula­ 
tions do not m ake tho im pression 
they ought on m ost of their fellow* 
citizens, who are engaged in the 
m ore w ork of living. I suspect E ng­ 
land is a good deal nearer fem ale 
suffrage than we are. 
W hen Professor Brice was last 
here, he rushed off from all his 
friends to see w hat he considered 
the intensely interesting spectacle 
of a constitutional convention in the 
state of K entucky, an institution to 
w hich he had givon m uch space in 
his very valuable book. I do not be­ 
lieve th a t a t this hour 20 m em bers 
of congress outside K entucky know 
w hether the results of th a t conven­ 
tion were adopted or not. 
W e can 
get half as big a vote again on the 
pettiest election w hen tho choice is 
betw een persons as w hen the people 
solem nly vote “ yes” or “ no” on a 
question of organic law. 
No, m y old friend, wo are not 
English provincials; wo are not half 
civilized pioneers; wo are not uto­ 
pian radicals; above all, wo are not 
naughty boys and silly girls; w*e 
are not anything th a t you have de­ 
cided we m ust be. 
There is one lib­ 
erty wo claim as our English b irth ­ 
rig h t—tho liberty of being illogical 
w hen we please and .succeeding or 
failing according to our own ideas 
of w orking out our own problems, 
w hether they are yours or not.

Then they are stretched tig h t as pos­ 
sible and allowed to become perfect­ 
ly dry. A fter this they are taken by 
tho women and chewod and sucked 
all over in order to get as m uch of 
tho grease out as possible. Then they 
are again dried and scraped w ith a 
dull im plem ent, so as to break the 
fibers, m aking tho skins pliable. 
Chewing tho skin is very h ard on 
tho women, and all of it is done by 
them . They cannot chow m ore than 
two deerskins por day and are oblig­ 
ed to rest their jaw s every other 
day .”

as 
would fit the English essayist’s defi­ 
nition of hum or’s chief ingredient. 
Nor is there humor, save of an ex­ 
ceedingly dubious kind, in the folk 
tales told for the thousand and first 
tim e by the village story teller be­ 
neath the banyan tree. Even among 
the eastern ancients humor is rare, 
though caustic wit and a certain grim 
pleasantry are common#uougb. For 
one story like tho “ Three T ruths” 
we got a dozen like the “ Tree That 
Was Coveted.” Most people will no 
doubt best remember these stories in 
the “ Gesta Romanorura,” but their 
origin is indubitably Sanskrit. Any­ 
how they will bear retelling, 
The first relates to a certain ruler 
who decrees that any malefactor 
who was brought before him should 
bo put to death unloss he could do- 
olaro three truths. 
This seems to 
have been an excellent way to keep 
down the jiopulation, for it is re ­ 
corded that there were very few 
who passed the test. But on one oc­ 
casion an outlaw was brought up, and 
claiming to ho tried declared.as tho 
first tru th th at he had been a bad 
man from his youth up. 
Tho judgo 
passed it as accurate. On tho second 
tru th being demanded tlio outlaw 
declared that ho did not like tho sit­ 
uation in which he then stood. That 
also passed tho test. 
“ Now for the 
third 
tru th ,” 
cried 
the judge. 
“ W hy,” said the man, “ if I oncq 
get out of this confounded place, I 
will never willingly enter it again.” 
He was acquitted. 
Of the second 
story many modern versions are cur­ 
rent, notwithstanding or perhaps by 
reason of its hoary antiquity. A man 
called his neighbors to him and be­ 
wailed his fate in that lie was grow­ 
ing in his garden a fatal tree, on 
which his throe wives in succession 
had hanged themselves. 
“ W ell,” 
said one of his friends, “ I ’m sujr 
prised that you should weep at such 
good fortune. Give rne a few sprigs 
of that tree, and I ’ll share them 
among my neighbors.” He gave his 
friend the sprigs and ever afterw ard 
found that tree tho most productive 
part of his estate. 
There is the still older story of the 
fisherman who asked 100 stripes ou 
tho bare back as the price of a baa* 
ket of choice fish and explained to 
his astonished pairon that the door 
porter refused him access unless he 
promised that ho should have half 
the proceeds of his sales, and the 
more modern but essentially Indian 
tale of the maiden who feared th at a 
certain man would kiss her if she 
approached near him. Tho man was 
leading a goat, carrying a rooster 
under one arm, a bucket in his hand 
and a measure of corn on his head 
and was walking w ith a stick. N at­ 
urally in these circumstances he was 
indignant at the girl’s suggestion 
and pointed out how impossible it 
would be to kiss her against her 
will, loaded as he was. 
“ Ah,” said 
the artless maiden, "b u t you m ight 
stick the stick in the ground and tio 
the goat to it, put the bucket over 
the fowl and tho corn on top of tho 
bucket, and then you m ight kisa me 
against my will. ” And of course it 
all fell out as she said, but the poor 
man 
himself would never have 
thought of such a thing if she had 
not suggested it.—Times of India, 


D r . H o l m e s ’ K m a ( « . 
When “ Tho Last Leaf” was pub­ 
lished by Oliver Wendell Holmes, a 
critic attacked it savagely and cruel­ 
ly.

revenge, but even this was unworthy 
of Dr. Holmes.

N. P. Oil Tank Destroyed. 


Last Monday evening, about seven 
o’clock, a terrific explosion occurred 
that was felt in all parts of the city. 
A few minutes later the hoarse blast 
of the shop whistle and the shrill 
shrieks of the yard engines sounded 
the alarm of fire, and huge flames 
were seen leaping high in the air at 
the shops. 
A D ispatch representa­ 
tive hurried to the scene of the trouble 
and found that the large oil tank in 
which was stored fuel oil for the 
stationery engine at the shops, had ex­ 
ploded and the oil was on fire and 
was burning fiercely. 
The tire de­ 
partment was already on the ground, 
but it would have been silly to try and 
extinguish the flames, so the firemen 
confined their efforts to prevent the 
fire from spreading, and in this they 
were successful. 
It was also stated 
at the time that John Headman, the 
night engineer, had been fatally iu- 
juied by the explosion, but this was 
exaggerated, as Mr. Headman, though 
badly injured, will recover. 
He was 
taken to the Sanitarium as soon as 
possible after the injuries were re­ 
ceived. 
It has since been learned 
that Mr. Headman opened the man­ 
hole of the tank and inserted his 
lantern for the purpose of seeing if 
oil was still running in from a car 
that had been unloading during the 
afternoon, 
Qf course, when the 
lantern wa3 thrust iu the tank the gas 
that had generated from the oil ex­ 
ploded with terrific force, throwing 
Mr. Headman, it is reported, 80 feet, 
and setting the oil on fire. 
The tank 
contained 12,000 gallons of fuel oil 
which was all burned.
